Washington, August 16.—(4)—The 
senate finance committee republicans 
today completed rewriting of the 
house tariff bill's rate sections by 
approving a reduction to 2.20 cents 
a pound in the house levy of 2.40 
cents on Cuban faw sugar. 

The 2.20 cent rate, adopted by a 
vote of 7 to 4, represents an increase 
of 44 hundredths of a cent over the 
existing duty of 1.76 cents against 
Cuban sugar, but a decrease of twenty 
hundredths of a cent from that pro- 
posed by the house. 

A proposal to restrict the duty-free 
importation of sugar from the Philip- 
pines was rejected. The vote on this 
was not announced, but it was re- 
ported as around 9 to 2,

Point of Order Raised, 
Mr. Sutton was balked in his effort 
obtain appointment of a_ special 
committee to insist that the rules 
committee of the house place the re- 
pealing paper on the calendar, when 
Mrs. E. D. McDonald, former presi- 


dent of the association, arose to a 
point of order to say that the meet- 
ing was called’ for the purpose of 
planning a series of discussions on 
the proposed consolidation and that 
appointment of a committee would be 
out of order. 

She was sustained by Mrs. H. G. 
Parks, president. 

The first of a series of meetings 
sponsored by the Atlanta council at 
which the consolidation proposal will 
be discussed from all angles is slated 
for 7:30 o'clock Monday night at the 
Bass Junior High school.

Passage by overwhelming votes in 
the house of the general appropria- 
tions bill as originally returned by 
the committee, carrying appropria- 
tions of $25,000,000 for two years, 
and the Key gross income tax bill 
almost exactly as rejected last week. 
were the two outstanding develop- 
ments of the busiest house meeting of 
the session, held Friday. The appro- 
priations bill, as reconsidered, was 
passed by a vote of 148 to 22. The 
Key gross income tax bill was pass- 
ed by a vote of 115 to 66 and both 
measures were immediately transmit- 
ted to the senate. 

As a third major development, the 
house, sitting as a committee of the 
whole house, voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of the passage of the Western 
& Atlantic bill providing for the creat- 
ing of a special commission to lease 
the Union depot site in Atlanta to 
a Chicago company to be used for 
the erection of a 17-story office build- 


ing. 


Bill Wins Easily. 

The general appropriations bill 
won easily after the passage of the 
Key bill. There was little debate 
over the measure which carries appro- 
priations as recommended by the com- 
mittee in its original bill and which 
are about equal to the present appro- 
priations, the average being $12,500,- 
000 for each of the years 1930 and 
193T. | 

Passage of the Key bill came at 
the morning session after a long de- 
bate. 

The fact that the gross income tax 
measure had been rejected previously 
by the house gave rise Friday to a 
complicated parliamentary situation 
when discussion reopened. During 
first consideration of the issue 10 days 
ago the Key bill was replaced by a 
measure known as the Peterson sub- 
stitute, which also was voted down 
and later reconsidered. Several mem- 
bers raised the point Friday morning 
that the entire procedure of resuming 


| debate on the Key bill was out of or- 


der, but Speaker Russell ruled that 
the Peterson measure had become the 


original bill by virtue of the recon- 
sideration, and that the Key plan

DAMAGE HIGHER 
THAN LAST YEAR. 

Washington, August 16.—(4)—For- 
est service officials engaged in pre- 
paring a compilation of this year’s 
timber acreage damaged by blazes ex- 
pressed the opinion today that the fire 
losses would mount to a higher figure 
than last year, especially in unpro- 
tected areas. 

At the same time the service issued 
a compilation of the forest fire losses 
during last year. This showed 4,428,- 
500 aeres of protected forest land 
burned with an estimated loss 
$8,583,620 and 39,502,810 acres burn- 
ed in unprotected areas with a $74,- 
350,600 loss. 

Last year’s record demonstrated 
the effectiveness, the service said, of 
organized protection in holding down 
forest fire losses. Of the 568,354,010 
acres of forest land in the United 
States, 68.5 per cent last year had 
some sort of organized protection 
either by the government, private own- 
ers, or by federal, state and private

FLORIDA COUNTY PLANT 
BOARDS HELD INVALID 


Bradenton, Fla.,, August 16.—()— 
In holding unconstitutional a_legis- 
lative act of 1901 under which county 
plant boards have been formed in a 
dozen counties, Circuit Judge W. 
T. Harrison, in effect, ruled them il- 
legal. His opinion was handed down 
here yesterday in granting a perma- 
nent injunction against the Manatee 


county board, preventing it from de- 
stroying guavas at Palma Sola, near 
here. 

The jurist based his action on the 
belief that the legislative act conflict- 
ed with organic laws, because it gave 
unlimited power to govern to public 
officers neither appointed by the gov- 
ernor nor elected by the people and 
that such powers were vested only in 
the state plant board. 

The action was brought by Mr. and 
Mrs. F. EF. Smith, owners of a large 
grove and operators of a preserving 
company. They alleged the county 
body sought to destroy their fruit in 
a campaign against the spread of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly from north- 
ern counties, and to assess the costs 


to them. They claimed to have of- 
fered co-operation in all reasonable 
protective measures; that the guava is 
not susceptible to the fly until fully 
ripened and that no fly has been 
found in Manatee county. They set 
forth that the fruit is picked and 
used before it is ripe. 

The decision, Judge Harrison ex- 
plained, does not affect the work of 
the state plant board and federal ag- 
ricultural workers in combatting the 
fruit fly. 
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STATE BOARD 
IS NOT TOUCHED. 

Orlando, Fla., August. 16—(/)—The 
decision of Judge Harrison, of the 
circuit court at Bradenton, concerning 


the illegality of the plant commission 
of Manatee county has no relation 
whatever to the state plant board or 
its activities, it was said today at 
Orlande fruit fly eradication head- 
quarters of the state plant board. 

The county plant commission of 
Manatee county was purely a _ local 
affair, it was said, and was formed 
under provisions of -u act of the leg- 
islature of 1901. It was this law 
which Judge Harrison decided against. 
The state plant board, on the con- 
trary, operates under what is known 
as the Florida plant act of 1927; 
and no complaint against the state 
plant board nor-its operations, nor 
any attack upon the state plant act 
of 1927 was involved in the proced- 
ings in Judge Harrison's court.

Battle for Hour. 

Seven companies of firemen battled 
for more than an hour to keep the 
lire from spreading. A filling station 
near by added to the danger. Em- 
ployes of a near-by four-story building 
were forced to flee when smoke poured 
into their offices. 

In 1912 the First Baptist church 
was destroyed by fire. Dr. Norris 
was indicted and tried on charges of 
arson in connection with the biaze. 
After a bitter court trial, he was ac- 
quitted, 

The structure was rebuilt, but was 
razed again by flames the first of 
this year while Dr. Norris was vis- 
iting in Austin, Texas. After the 
embers had cooled, city investigators 
said they found several cans be- 
lieved to have contained gasoline. The 
origin of the fire, however, never 
was decided, The educational build- 
ing was damaged by the January 
blaze. 

Threats Charged. 

The church's pastor repeatedly has 
charged that threats have been made 
against his life’ and the property of 


his church as a result of vigorous 
campaigns he has conducted against 
so-called vice and criminal elements 
in Texas. 

- Dr. Norris was before the public 
eye two years ago after he shot and 
killed D. E. Chipps, wealthy Fort 
Worth lumberman, in his study at 
the church building. His trial was 
transferred to Austin on a change of 
venue, and after sensational _testi- 
mony was introduced, he was ac- 
quitted. The pastor claimed Chipps 
had threatened his life. 

No estimate of today’s loss had 
been made. Dr. Norris is in Wis- 
eonsin with his family on a vaca- 
tion.

Meanwhile, today our home veterans 
and their comrades of other armics 
are asking you, if good, grateful 
American you happen to be, to honor 
our “Carnation Day” by giving alittle 
of your plenty to help the aging vet- 
erans of 31 years ago, to provide them- 
selves with necessaries to attend their 
national encampment at Denver early 
next month. 

Brother, sister, if you had _ been 
with those splendid men and boys 
back in 1898-1900, as I was, and seen 
their valor, their privations, their suf- 
ferings from wounds, fevers and trop- 
ical diseases, you would not begrudge 
from them today the dollar that is 
closest to your hand. Let us make 
this as red letter a day of gratitude 
as the carnation that flamed daily 
upon the breast of the noble Mce- 
Kinley!

PASSED BY HOUSE

Representative Key's bill, as final- 
ly accepted, provides for levy of a 
tax of one-half mil] on manufacturers, 
one mill on gross retail sales and on 
receipts of wholesale merchants, two 
mills on public amusements and three 
wills on public utilities. The original 
provision for an annual exemption of 
$12,000 was amended to make the fig- 
ure $30,000. ‘The millage scale pre- 
scribed is practically the same as 
that offered by Representative High- 
tower, Upson, to amend the bill when 
it first came up for floor discussion. 


(Two other amendments by Represen- 


tative Davis, Mitchell, exempting fer- 
tilizers and live stock from the tax, 
were adopted. 

Another substitute, offered by Rep- 
resentative Logan, Banks, sought to 
impose a “luxury tax.” It ealled for 
a 10 per cent levy on soft drinks, 
candy, cosmetics, chewing gum, fire- 
arms, fishing tackle and all public 
amusements, but was voted down by 
acclamation. No ballot was taken on 
the Peterson plan, which proposed a 
2 per cent tax on public utilities, as 
adoption of the Key bill automatically 
eliminated the former measure. 

The principal issue developed Fri- 
day between proponents of the gross 
income tax and champions of the Boy- 
kin statutory income tax, which has 
been approved by both branches and 
awaits the governor's signature. The 
controversy was precipitated by in- 
troduction of an amendment to the 
Key bill by Representatives Battle, 
Muscogee, and Hightower, Upson. It 
would have previded, in cages where 
persons might be subject to’ both the 
net income and the gross income taxes, 
that the gross tax should constitute 


‘a eredit against the net income ax. 


Both Taxes Excessive. 

It was the opinion of those advo- 
cating the Battle amendment that levy 
of both taxes in full would be ex- 
cessive and unfair, but Representative 
Boykin, Lincoln, and others contended 
that deduction of the gross tax would 
destroy the effectiveness of the net 
income tax and that both levies were 
necessary to raise the revenue for pro- 
posed appropriations and existing defi- 
cits. The emergency nature of the 
gross income tax was stressed in the 
fact that it is authorized only until 
December 31, 1931. The Battle 
amendment finally was rejected by ae- 
élamation, and the measure’ then 
placed on its passage.

San Francisco, August 16.—Well, 
here we are, “The Spokane Sun God” 
and Art Walker and J, many miles 
and hours now behind us in our at- 
tempt to fly from the Pacific coast to 
New York and back without stopping, 
doing our refueling in the air. 

Once the engine did a little cough- 


,ing, and that gave us an unpleasant 
thrill. We thought the flight might 
ve all over, but the coughing soon 

; ceased and we flew on easily. Every- 

thing has been so restful since the 

necessary hubbub and confusion of 
our take-off. 

We got away from Seattle promptly 
last night at 6 o'clock, Seattle time. 
The ship rose easily after a 4,000 
foot run, and our engine didn’t appear 
to have had to exert itself unneces- 
sarily. We climbed quickly to 1,000 
feet as we passed over Spokane. 

Balance Is Perfect. 

The Sun God was perfectly bal- 
anced, and is now, as it rides the light 
western air. Our speed has been 
around 100 miles an hour. The visi- 
bility has been poor at times because 
of the smoke haze from forest fires. 

As darkness came on our first 


night out, Walker lay on the bed after 
trying to radio. Through a clearing 
in the haze we saw Mt. Rainier and 
Mt. Adams silhouetted against. the 
sky. The friendly moon then shone 
bright and clear. Our earth induc- 
tor gave us a little trouble. Perhaps 
the radio has been affecting it. 

At 7:45 Jast night 1 changed con- 
trols with Art for the first time, to 
jot down some of the things I wanted 
to put into this story. At 8:15 
was back at the controls as we en- 
tered a gorge. It was dark, and we 
put on our parachutes.. It was then 
our engine startled us witb its coughs. 

We saw Portland. Ore., flashing up 
on the horizon, brightly illuminated. 
We crossed the Siskyou mountains. 
It was then so hazy we couldn't see 
Mt. Shasta. At 1:15 this morning 
we again changed controls. We got 
jammed in the narrow passageway 
between the side of the ship and the 
gas_ tank. 

Cirele Mills Field. 

Art flew the ship for an hour, and 
then I took her back, This time we 
took our ‘chutes off to change places, 
and that made it easier. 

At 3 this morning we sped in over 
San Francisco. We kept circling 
Mills field waiting for daylight to re- 
fuel our plane, and to give this story 
to the refueling pilot. The time pass- 
ed swiftly. The San Francisco bay 
di-triet was a marvelous sight, with 
its millions of lights. 

The radio has gone out on us, and 
think we'll transfer it to the refuel- 
ing plane to cut down our weight a 
little. We each ate a few nuts and 
sipped a little eoffee while we were 
playing around over Mills field. I 
was wide awake, and I imagine Art 
was, too. 

We have been busy familigrizing 
ourselves with our new home. I think 


we are going to like it a lot. 


First All - Metal Dirigible 


SHIP TO BE TESTED BEFORE EXPERTS 


Makes Maiden Flight Today 


Washington, August 16.—(/)—The 
first all-metal dirigible, the ZMC-2, 
will attempt its initial flight Monday 


at the Detroit aireraft factory at 
Grosse Isle, Mich., before a group of 
naval aircraft experts. 

The dirigible, which was built for 
the navy through the approval of con- 
gress, is to undergo severe tests be- 
fore it is finally accepted because it 
involves numerous innovations in alr- 
ship construction. 

No naval men have been instructed 
to participate in the tests, until the 
craft meets specified requirements. 
This precaution is taken because the 
navy, which did not sponsor the ex- 
periment, does not desire to submit 
its experts to any unnecessary hazard. 


Lieutenant Commander W. K. Har- 
rill. of the naval board of inspection 
and survey, and a number of experts 
from the naval air station at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., are to witness the flight. 

The ZMC-2 is a departure from the 
principles embodied in rigid and blimp 
types of lighter-than-air craft. It 
eight fins instead of rudders and ele- 
vators for controls, is built of an al- 
loy metal called alclad, is 150 feet 
long and 52 feet in diameter and is 
filled with 200,000 cubic feet of 
helium gas. It will carry a crew of 
four and is expected to make 62 miles 
an hour. 

After the craft meets specifications 
of the contract, it will be flown to 
Lakehurst where further experiments 
will be. conducted by naval airmen.

Scientists Can Make Thun- 
der Bolts Hit Where 
They Please. 


Schenectady, N. Y., August 16.—/) 
Science has furnished gasoline wings 
to man-made lightning and taken it 
outdoors to compete with real thun- 
derbolts. 

This announcement made here to- 
day is both a slam at Jove and a 
tribute to the eagerness of American 
electrical engineers. impatient after 
nearly two years’ waiting for real, 
wild lightning to strike special testing 


ning, in million volt shots, on the

how to keep the electric lights from 
going out during these summer thun- 
der showers. 

More than a year ago electrical en- 
gineers went out into the open with 
an instrument fast enough to catch 
wild lightning, the cathode oscillo- 
graph, which photographs the surge. of 
lightning hitting a power line, in 
terms of millionths of a second. They 
set up apparatus’ in the _ stormiest 
of places in the country, where there 
were high tension lines. One was in 
Tennessee mountains; another near 
Chicago.

WORK IN MILLS 
QUTLINED AT MEETING 


Subject Discussed at Closing 
' Session of Industrial Hy- 
giene Conference. 


Subjects described as being of 
great importance in the health of 
workers in southern mill communi- 
ties were discussed extensively Fri- 
‘day when between 200 and 300 doc- 
tors, public health officers and mill 
officials met at Emory university in 
the closing session of the university's 
first conference on industrial hygiene. 

Through the discussions there seem- 
ed to be a belief that the south at 
present stands well in relation to oth- 
er sections of the country on the 
question of health work among mill 
workers but the opinion also was 
that much in the way of preventive 
work remained to be done. 

Speakers at the morning session, 
over which Dean Russell H. Oppen- 
heimer presided, were Dr. Albert E. 
Russell, former assistant surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States, and Dr. FE. 
W. Glidden, superintendent of the 
state sanatorium at Alto. Tuberculo- 
sis was the subject. 

At the afternoon meeting Dr. T 
F. Abercrombie presided and papers 
we_: read by Dr. Stewart Roberts and 
Dr. William Funkhouser, of Atlanta, 
and Dr, Eugene Murphy, of Augus- 
ta, on deficiency diseases. Dr. M. A. 
Fort, of Bainbridge, and T. F. Sell- 
ars, of Atlanta, next read reports on 
endemic diseases, 

At the closing night session H. W. 
Pittman, of the Bibb Manufacturing 
Company, told of health work at that 
firn’s mills and H. J. Grimes was 
heard as a representative of thé Chico- 
pee mills, these two companies in 
particular being regarded as advanced 
in this work, 


U.S. EMPLOYMENT 
SITUATION GOOD, 
DEPARTMENT SAYS 


Washington, August 16.—(4/)—The 
industrial employment situation in the 
United States during g@uly was de- 
scribed today bv the iabor depart- 
ment’s employment bulletin as “fair- 
ly satisfactory and somewhat better 
than that usually apparent at this 
time of the year.” 

While a recession has been apparent 
in some industries, the bulletin said 
it has not been as great as in former 
years, and that unusually high ‘sched- 
ules had been maintained in the iron 
and steel mills, automobile factories, 
rubber tire plants and in establish- 
ments manufacturing electrical equip- 
ment, airplanes and radio supplies. 

What unemployment existed through- 
out the country, it added, was con- 
fined chiefly to unskilled laborers, 
cyal miners and clerical workers. 


GUNS TO BE PUT 
ON COAST GUARD 
VESSELS AGAIN 


Washington, August 16.—(United 
News.)—-Machine guns and _ “rifles 
which were removed from coast guard 
patrol boats on the Great Lakes have 
been ordered restored because of “re- 
cent instances of firing on the boats 
by rum runners,” coast guard head- 
quarters said tonight. 

Dictrict Commander Rasmussen is- 
sued the order removing the guns but 
later revoked it, headquarters said. 

Captain B. M. Chiswell, acting com- 
mandant of the coast guard, said to- 
day Rasmussen had acted upon his 
own initiative in taking off the guns 
of patrol boats in his district but that 
later after looking up the records it 
appeared Rasmussen had withdrawn 
the order. Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Lowman believes coast guard 
boats should continue to be armed be- 
cause of the dangerous character of 
criminals with whom the coast guard 
comes in conflict. 

Because of treaties with Canada re- 
garding the undefended frontier, if 
was necessary to dismount some of the 
larger guns which some coast guard 
boats transferred to Great Lakes duty 
had carried.
